Official: 
Graduation 
rates pose 
challenges

As current graduation rates stand, California will have 
a shortage of nearly three million college-educated work- 
ers by 2025, according to projections presented at a panel 
discussion Thursday. Those in attendance included local 
school and college administrators, trade organization 
members, Lt. Gov. John Garamendi and Sacramento State 
President Alexander Gonzalez. 

“All the studies indicate that we have an incredible chal- 
lenge facing us,’ Garamendi told the audience of about 
40. “Bottom line is, we have to make a serious investment 
in education.” 

Administrators from Sac State, the Los Rios Commu- 
nity College District, and the Sacramento City Unified 
School District were at the Alumni Center Thursday to 
talk about the challenges local schools have in meeting 
the workforce demand. | 

By 2025, California's businesses may need as many as 
eight million college-educated workers, but may have as 
little as five million, according to a projection presented 
by Debbi Reed, director of research at the Public Policy 
Institute of California. 

“We can't import enough college workers from other 
states or other countries to meet this demand,’ Reed 
said. 

If the state cannot produce enough of these highly-edu- 
cated workers, California's economy will slow down and 
the jobs will go to other states, Reed said. 

Lila Jacobs, president of the Sac State chapter of the Cal- 
ifornia Faculty Association, told Garamendi that many 
problems in the California State University system come 
down to a lack of resources because of misplaced priori-

The Sacramento State Stu- 
dent Health Center is now 
offering its female students 
a vaccination for the human 
papillomavirus, a sexually 
transmitted disease referred 
to as HPV. 

The vaccine protects 
women against four strains 
of HPV, which cause nearly 
70 percent of cervical can- 
cers and 90 percent of geni- 
tal-warts, according to the 
Center for Disease Control 
website. 

There are more than 100 
strains of HPV that the 
vaccine does not protect against, 
about 30 of which are related to 
STDs and cervical cancers. 

The vaccine, Gardasil, is admin- 
istered in three doses over a six- 
month period, costing students 
$130 per dose. The vaccine is 
licensed by the Food and Drug 
Administration for use in girls be- 
tween the ages of 9 and 26, and is 
covered by most, but not all insur- 
ance companies. 

Most students agree that the 


vaccine is worth while, even if 
they have to pay for it out of their 
own pockets. 

“T think it’s worth it,” said Mandy 
Weaver, a junior dietetics major. 
“I have a lot of friends who have 
that problem. Any amount you 
can pay is better than having an 
STD?’ 

The vaccine only works if ad- 
ministered before one comes in 
contact with HPV, so it is recom- 
mended that women get it before

The vaccine is still recommend- 
ed for those people who have 
been sexually active, in case they 
haven't been exposed to all four of 
the strains that the vaccine pro- 
tects against. 

According to the center’s web- 
site, HPV can be spread through 
genital contact, not just sexual in- 
tercourse.

United States, with approximately 
6.2 million cases diagnosed every 
year. 74 percent of new HPV cases 
occur in women ages 15 to 24 year 
olds. 

Most people who have HPV 
don't even know it, with many 
carriers not showing any symp- 
toms, according to the Center's 
website. 

Though unanimously recom- 
mended by the Advisory Com- 
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mittee on Immunization Prac- 
tices, a government agency, the 
vaccine has been controversial 
among many religious organiza- 
tions including the Family Re- 
search Council. 

“Its kind of like encouraging 
people to use condoms,’ said Scott 
Merlino, a philosophy professor. 
“People are worried that (it) en- 
courages people to have sex.” 

Some people are also concerned 
that the vaccination will provide

girls with a false sense 
of security, Merlino said. 
There is no such thing as 
“safe sex.” 

“People were against 
women taking the pill 
in the 70’s because they 
said ‘that’s going to make 
them more promiscu- 
ous,” Merlino said. “Peo- 
ple are worried that vac- 
cines, pills and condoms 
encourage promiscuity. 

Though not approved 
for men in the United 
States, the drug is avail- 
able to boys age 9 to 15 
in the United Kingdom. 
HPV is said to cause genital 
warts along with anal and pe- 





nile cancer in men, which is a 
larger risk for gay men, according 
to a BBC report. 

A trial is presently underway to 
test the vaccine’s efficiency in pro- 
tecting men from the disease.

ASI allocates money for on-camp clubs

The Pride Club, Camp Club and the Women’s Resource Center are 
asking Associated Students Inc. to allow them to spend their external 
grant money differently this year. ASI requires clubs to gain approval 
for their financial revisions when more than 10 percent of its funds are 
reallocated. 

The Finance and Budget Committee recommended approval for both 
Pride and Camp, but not the Women’s Resource Center. Snyder said 
there were questions that needed to be asked, such as the reasoning 
behind where the center wishes to spend its money.

“There was a large decrease in the amount of money going towards 
student wages,’ Snyder said.

“Be prepared” is not just a boy scout motto. It was 
also the theme of this year’s Emergency Prepared- 
ness Fair, which gave students resources and infor- 
mation about how to prepare and survive a natural 
disaster or emergency. 

PG&E, the National Weather Service and the Unit- 
ed Animal Nations were just a few of the organiza- 
tions represented at the event. 

Staci Louie, a business community coordinator, 
said the fair is about personal preparedness for indi- 
viduals and families in case of an emergency at work, 
home or while traveling. 

“If we prepare ourselves and our families to be self- 





sufficient, that is one less family that emergency ser- 
vices will have to rescue,’ she said. 

Louie said one of the fair’s biggest items is the sev- 
enty-two hour kit. The kit was created to provide ba- 
sic survival needs in the case of a natural disaster. 

Kits are available at all sporting goods stores or can 
be custom created by purchasing survival supplies 
and storing them in backpacks. Informational fliers 
were passed out with checklists of suggested items to 
put in the survival kits. 

Heather Lauter-Clay, a volunteer for the Commu- 
nity Emergency Response Team, said it is especially 
important for new students to be prepared in case of 
an emergency.

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funding from the dean, he said. It 
is only with this additional fund- 
ing that more sections can be 
added. 

Though there were some late or- 
ders because of this, 

Ewing said the bookstore and 
publishers were able to provide 
this semester's course materials on 
time. 

Shelly Olson, textbook manager of 
the bookstore, said sometimes books 
dont arrive because they are “in the 
process of being printed or are on 
back order’ She said that 93 percent 
of this semesters textbooks arrived 
on time and were available by the 
first day of class, if not earlier. 

Olson said professors are not 
penalized for late orders because 
many have justifiable reasons for being late. 

While late orders are stressful for everyone, they 
can be extremely difficult for students with disabili- 
ties who need their textbooks converted into a for- 
mat they can use. 

Jackie R. Donath, chair of the humanities and reli- 
gious studies department, said textbook orders have 
to be turned in early so students with disabilities 
have time to obtain them in an accessible format. 

Services to Students with Disabilities is responsible for 
helping students with disabilities get their textbooks. 

According to the SSWD website, the program 
“helps disabled students obtain or convert textbooks 
to a format they can use.” 


The two major formats used by students with disabili- 


ties are Braille and electronic text combined with text- 
to-speech software. 

According to the website, students should place or- 
ders for these texts at least three weeks before class 
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Bare bookstore shelves force students to attend class empty handed. 
Some students believe the lack of books is hurting their test scores. 


starts in order for SSWD to get them on time. 

Melissa J. Repa, co-director of SSWD, said that 
if the publisher cannot provide the textbook, then 
SSWD is required to make it itself. She said this can 
be very time consuming, as some textbooks take up 
to 12 weeks to be converted to Braille. 

Jean-Pierre Bayard, director of Academic Technol- 
ogy and Creative Services, and professor of electri- 
cal and electronic engineering, said that if at least 70 
to 80 percent of textbook orders for converted text- 
books were placed on time, SSWD would be able to 
handle the rest, even if they are late. 

Repa said students and faculty members are in- 
vited to a Technology Initiative Forum, which will 
be held on Oct. 22 at 9.a.m. in the University Union 
Ballroom.

Members of Sacramento State's College Republicans 
club protested UNIQUE’s 7 p.m. screening of “An 
Inconvenient Truth” last Thursday. The screening 
marked the end of Constitution Week on campus. 

The group held signs that mocked former Vice Pres- 
ident Al Gore and questioned what the film had to 
do with Constitution Week, as the film, “The Great 
Global Warming Swindle,’ by Martin Durkin, was 
projected on a nearby wall. 

“We feel like the activities, events and entertain- 
ment that goes on as part of Constitution Week 
should be directly related to the history and evolu- 
tion of the construction,” said Kara Greene, president 
of the College Republicans. “We don't feel that global 
warming contributes to that, specifically a partisan 
global warming movie with an agenda that’s against 
the Republican party.” 

Greene described the screening as “another exam- 
ple of how the school supports outrageous liberal,

political agendas on campus” in an e-mail sent to 
members of the College Republicans. 

“This movie promotes civic engagement,’ said Ze- 
nia Diorno, programs adviser for UNIQUE. “Basi- 
cally trying to make people aware of problems with 
the earth, or with the climate and the environment, 
and hopefully motivate them to do something 
about it.” 

UNIQUE chose to show the movie because of 
how popular it was last year, not out of obligation 
for Constitution Week, Diorno said. 

“Were not obliged to do anything (for Consti- 
tution Week),’ Diorno said. “Our main goal is to 
bring entertainment to the campus.” 

UNIQUE hosted panel discussions following two 
of the screenings for students and faculty to discuss 
what they had just seen. 

A rival group, College Democrats, lingered in the 
lobby to show support for the film.

semester and I’ve already been 
late to school a handful of times,’ 
Krites said. 

While long distances definitely 
affect the average commuter’s 
traveling time, students who live 
closer to campus also spend con- 
siderable time in traffic. 

“It takes me almost a half hour 
to get to campus, even though 
I only live five miles away,’ said 
senior business major Dorothea 
Popp. “Sometimes it takes me 45 
minutes just to get home.” 

Time is not the only thing being 
lost while stuck in traffic. 

According to the study, Sac- 
ramento commuters consumed 
nearly 29.2 million gallons of ex- 
cess fuel in 2005, an average of 30 
gallons per driver. 

With gas prices on the rise, stu- 
dents are definitely feeling the pull 
on their wallets. 

“I spend anywhere between $30 
and $50 a week on gas,’ Krites 
said. “I work part time so (gas 
money) certainly adds up.” 

Because there are many differ- 
ent reasons for traffic congestion, 
there is not a simple solution to 


the problem. 

“There is no ‘magic’ technol- 
ogy or solution on the horizon 
because there is no single cause 
of congestion,’ said Tim Lomax, 
study co-author and research en- 
gineert at TTI. “The good news is 
that there are multiple strategies 
involving traffic operations and 
public transit available right now 


that if applied together, can lessen 


the problem?” 

The institute offers different so- 
lutions for rush hour commuters, 
starting with usage patterns and 
choices. 

In an effort to alleviate wafic 
congestion and make it easier for 
students who commute to and 
from campus, University Trans- 
portation and Parking Services 
offers many alternative methods 
of transportation. 

The Hornet Express Shuttle is 
Sac States free transit system. 
The shuttle makes stops at over 
50 locations around campus and 
operates Monday through Friday 
while class is in session. 

According to the UTAPS web- 
site, student usage of the Hornet 
Shuttle “continues to reflect a 
commitment to avoid parking 


and traffic congestion by utilizing 
alternative means of transporta- 
tion.” 

The UTAPS website also recom- 
mends walking, bicycling or car- 
pooling. 

According to the website, Sac 
State has a rideshare program to 
help students, faculty and staff 
find others who want to carpool. 

AlterNetRides.com is a free car- 
pool ‘matching system that will 
automatically find potential car- 
poolers based on the information 
the commuter provides. 

Students can also ride all Sacra- 
mento Regional Transit light rail 
and buses for free by presenting 
a valid Sac State OneCard and 
the student commuter sticker. 
These stickers are available at the 
UTAPS, One Card and Student 
Financial Services offices.

viewing and membership. 

While it is experimental, Mayes said he’s trying to 
merge the social and intellectual sides of students 
together to promote engaged conversation outside 
of the classroom. 

“Essentially students...really have an existence 
online that’s separate from their physical existence,” 
Mayes said. “The interesting thing is to see if you 
can channel their Internet personality.” 

Another advantage is students can initiate discussion 
or ask questions about concepts or ideas that confuse 
them. For whatever reason, Mayes said some people 
are afraid to ask questions in the classroom. 

“There is a certain intimidation factor with stu- 
dents,” he said. 

With the face-to-face aspect gone, students can get 
around that fear by being more open and inquisi- 
tive on the class’ wikispace, knowing that in addi- 
tion to the professor, their peers will be reading and 
responding to what is posted. 

Philosophy professor Matt McCormick has found 
this to be the case in his classes as well. 

“One thing that I am-noticing is that there is a new, 
different format forum to students to express them- 
selves in,’ he said. 

Although it is supplemental to the course, McCor- 
mick acknowledged that there are disadvantages. 

“There is just no substitute for face-to-face contact 
with other humans,” he said. 

Other instructors use the Internet in slightly dif- 
ferent ways. 

Journalism professor Michael Fitzgerald said he 
started using blogs in the classroom a couple years 
ago. What began as him writing course-relevant 
things for his students to read evolved into each stu- 
dent maintaining a personal blog and posting writ- 
ing assignments online. 

“I think (blogs) are different because the audience 
is different, and I think they are better; he said.

Technology: Professors respond 


“Better in the sense that I think people try a little 
harder knowing that it’s not just the professor that 
they have to please.” 

Fitzgerald believes another advantage comes from 
students reading their peers’ work and offering sugges- 
tions on how to make it more relevant and interesting. 

“One of the things that I have found in writing 
classes that works...is to have students critique each 
other's work,’ he said. 

Senior Spanish major Heather Edwards said Profes- 
sor Fitzgerald's class is the first course she’s had that 
uses the Internet as a focal point. 

“It's been good because I think we get more feed- 
back more quickly from the teacher,’ she said. 

Fitzgerald said the realization that the rest of the 
class, and potentially the rest of the world, can read 
what students write encourages them to become 
more involved in the class and in turn, produce bet- 
ter products. 

He also endorses the Internet for reasons similar to 
Mayes. 

“In a normal academic classroom situation you 
basically have an audience of one,” Fitzgerald said. 
“People write quite differently when (they) think 
the audience is going to be more than the profes- 
sor.” 

In addition to the interaction the Internet pro- 
vides, it also allows students to call upon informa- 
tion other than their textbooks. 

“The Internet has such an incredible depth of re- 
sources for academics,” Mayes said. 

He believes that too often, professors insist on us- 
ing texts in the classroom, justifying it because stu- 
dents learn better from reading books. 

Instead, Mayes sees what works and what doesn’t 
through a variety of learning methods. 

“You just need to be really willing to experiment,’ 
he said.

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is related to politics,” said Nelly Hayatghaib, director 


of membership for the College Democrats. “It’s on 
political agendas, but it’s not a political ideal.

“Constitution Week was last week, said Robert 
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Marcelis, a junior government major and member 
of the College Democrats. “This is just a ploy by the 
College Republicans to grab attention” 

By order of a proclamation from President George 
W. Bush three years ago, the observance of Constitu- 
tion Week is legally mandated for all public schools 
that receive federal funding. 

According to the Sac State website, UNIQUE’ 
screening of “An Inconvenient Truth” was an official 
Constitution Week activity, though all ofher activi- 
ties took place the previous week. 

UNIQUE drew protesters in 2004 with a screening 


of Michael Moore's film, “Fahrenheit 9/11,’ though 
none of the current UNIQUE members can recall 
any other events being controversial. 

Although dwarfed by the protesters, there were 
some students in attendance for the film’s fourth and 
final screening ofthe night.

State officials and local school and college 
administrators are projecting a shortage 
of nearly three million college-educated 
workers in California by 2025. It may seem 
a little surreal. With a date like 2025 it could 
easily be filed into the “I don’t care enough” 
category, but allow the information to sink 
in. 

The implications of California being free 
of college-educated workers could mean a 
decline in economic standards. Its elitist to 
think that way, and the idea is too far off to 
make a clear connection.

Jacobs said something is 
wrong in a state willing to 
spend more money on pris- 
oners than on innovators and 
educators. | 

She said in order to encour- 
age students to stay in school, 
teacher-student relationships 
must be fostered, classroom 
size needs to come down, and 
working conditions for teach- 
ers need to improve. 

Thanks to the rise in con- 
struction bond spending, con- 
struction companies already 
face a workforce shortage, 
said Debra Chaplan, director 
of Special Projects at the State 
Building and Construction 
Trade Council. 

“To complete all the infra- 
structure bond work in the 
pipeline now, 144,000 new 
construction workers will be 
needed,’ she said. 

Speaking about the pres- 
sures facing Sac State, Gonza- 
lez said, “We are being chal- 
lenged on both sides not only 
to produce more (graduates), 
but to move to the next level.” 

The next level, he said, means 
expanding post-graduate pro- 
grams at Sac State, 

During the second half of 
the three-hour talk, Gara- 
mendi noted that in 2025, 40 
percent of the population in 
California will be Latino, and 
roughly 13 percent of that 
population will have earned 
a degree. 

“You're looking at 40 percent 
of a population that basically 
will not be college-educated,’ 
Garamendi said, “That is less 
than 15 years away.... That will 
be a big problem for Califor- 
nia.” 

He also berated a financial 
model that calls for students 
to work 20 hours a week, 
while in school, to make ends 
meet, 

“That is the most god-awful 
public policy we could have,” 
Garamendi said. 

Jose Millan from the Com- 
munity College Chancellor’s 
Office spoke about the need 
to reach those students who 
drop out of school. 

“We need to reconnect with 
the generation who have 
grown up with the Xboxes,” 
Millan said. “We need to 
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dividual school can play in 
fixing the problem, he said, 
and then finally, allocating 
resources to get the solutions 
underway.

Susan McKee, a volunteer for the United Animal Na- 
tion, said animals are often left or forgotten in a natural 
disaster because the owners are not prepared. 

McKee said that after Hurricane Katrina, there were a 
lot of problems with animals left behind and there was 
confusion with owners attempting to re-claim their pets. 
She suggested that students carry a photo of their pet, so 
in the event of an emergency, there would be no confu- 
sion of whose animal it is. 

Daniel Zuniga, a business studies major, said he learned 
a lot at the fair, and didn’t realize how many simple things 
he could do to prepare himself. 

“You don't know when disaster can strike, therefore it 
makes it even more important to be prepared for the di- 
sasters you cant plan.” Zuniga said.

In a semester when Sacramento State fall sports 
programs have welcomed many fresh, new faces 
to the coaching ranks, the position of head cross 
country coach got lost in the mix. 

Its not that Scott Abbott isn’t capable of round- 
ing up a furor among the sporting world, but it 
may be due to his late hiring on Sept. 6 — two days 
after the start of the fall 2007 season. 

After the sudden departure of former Sac State 
cross country coach Rodney Rothoff earlier in 
the year, both the men’s and womens cross coun- 
try teams were left without a full-time coach, not 
knowing what to make of the upcoming season.

in 2002. This time, the team wore 
scarlet red and gold, and went by 
the name “the Marauders.’ 

Abbott said it was always a goal to 
return to his hometown of Sacra- 
mento to coach and was fortunate 
enough to find a job with his old 
alma mater, Jesuit High School, 
where he was once a blue-chip 
recruit himself, running long dis- 
tance races for the school back in 
the mid-’90s. 

He coached at Jesuit from 2002 
to 2005, helping the cross country 
team to win the state champion- 
ships in 2002 and 2005. 

It was in 2005 that Abbott was 
invited to work as a graduate as- 
sistant on the UCLA cross country 
and track and field teams. During 
this initial year, he worked during 
the days and managed to earn his 
masters degree in sports adminis- 
tration from the University of San 
Francisco, which has its sports out- 
let in Orange County. 

The former three-time Pac-Ten 
All-Academic and UCLA track 
student-athlete of the year helped 
the Bruins recruit two top-rank 
recruiting classes while helping 
UCLA with their its NCAA cham- 
pionship appearance in 21 years 
during the 2005-06 seasons. 

Despite his success at UCLA, 
home beckoned as he and his wife 
decided to move back near their 
families and as they prepared to 
start one of their own. Although 
he had already let Kathleen Raske, 
Sac State's track and field and cross 
country director, know he was in- 
terested in a coaching job at Sac 
State, there were no positions avail- 
able at the time. 

“I was applying for jobs with the 
River Cats and the Kings,’ Abbott 
said. “But ultimately I still wanted

As for Abbott, things couldn't be 
better. 

“Tm able to work with the high- 
est level Division I athletics...look, 
were out here in this nice weather 
(track field), I don't have to work 
behind a desk wearing a suit and 
tie. It's the best job you can have,’ 
he said. 

Although Abbott may come to 
work in a T-shirt and shorts, that 
in no way implies hes taking the 
job lightly. He describes an average 
weekday as working early in the 
morning until the afternoon, and 
then working the house calls and 
trips to the local high school dis- 
tance races toward the night. 

He is very confident in his abili- 
ties in all the facets of coaching but 
believes that in his coming years as 
the Sac State coach, his best asset 
will be his recruiting ability. 

“Tm from this area and have been 
coaching from this area a long 
time;’ Abbott said. “T have a lot of 
connections locally and will try to 
recruit the local talent foremost?’ 

When asked about the secret to 
his past success as a coach, Abbott 
leered back with a playful grin. 

“Theres no secret. I just think that 
I've been lucky to be in good situa- 
tions and fortunate to choose those 
good situations,’ he said. “During 
those times I feel like I'm bringing 
in the missing piece that helps that 
program get over the hump.’ 

If Abbott is another piece to the 
cross country and track puzzle, 
then in his eyes, most of the pieces 
are already calling Sac State their 
home. 

“Tm excited about the pieces that 
are in place. I'm real pleased,’ Ab- 
bott said. 

The next meet will be the Bron- 
co Invitational in Santa Clara on 
Oct.13, on route to the Big Sky 
Championships in late October. 
Abbott will then transition to track 
and field in the spring where he 
will .be coaching the 800 meter, 
1,000 meter and 3,000 meter stee- 
ple race.

The armor is hardly for show, 
however, as both pieces play vital 
roles in keeping Burton healthy. 
The senior has had several knee 
surgeries and wears the knee 
brace to prevent any more in the 
future. 

“It's hard to eet ‘used to,’ Bur- 
ton said of the brace that she has 
played with all season. She has 
broken at least three of the brac- 
es so far this year, and was forced 
to leave a home game on Sept. 9 
after breaking a brace. Sac State 
womens soccer coach Randy De- 
dini said as a precaution, he will 
not let Burton play without the 
brace. 

“We really want her to be an im- 
pact this year like we know she 
can be,’ Dedini said. “So for right 
now, were trying to get her to 
conference.” 

The “half-helmet” head guard 
prevents concussions, which 
plagued her last season. 

“T had three or four concussions 
last year, Burton said. “After so 
many, they just start happening 
frequently.” 

Burton also suffered from a 
separated shoulder last season all 
because she leads with her upper 
body on the field to minimize 
the possibility of another knee 
injury, her teammates said. 

“Shed rather land on her shoul- 
der or get ten concussions then 
ever touch her knees again,” said 
junior midfielder Rebeccah Phil- 
lips, who has played with Burton 
for Phillips entire Sac State ca- 
reer. 

Burton has good reason to pro- 
tect her knees after missing the 
end of her freshman season and 
playing in only two games in 
2004 due to knee injuries. Burton 
said she tore the anterior cruci- 
ate ligament, medial collateral 
ligament, lateral collateral liga- 
ment and meniscus in her knee 
her freshman year, which took 
six months to recover from. Af- 
ter the two games she played 
in 2004, she tore her ACL and 
meniscus once again and took a 


medical redshirt to salvage a year 
of athletic eligibility. 

“A lot of girls in her situation 
might have just quit the game,’ 
Dedini said. “But she loves the 
game so much that she wanted 
to work her way back from those 
pretty bad knee injuries.” 

Burton was able to return to the 
team in 2005, and in 2006 she be- 
gan her first completely healthy 
season since her freshman year. 
She made an impact on the back- 
line as a defender for the Hornets 
and was an All-Big Sky Confer- 
ence second-team selection. Her 
team also named her the Hornet's 
defensive MVP. 

“She's just shown an incredible 
amount of resiliency in coming 
back and being an impact player 
whenever she’s on the field,’ De- 
dini said. 

Phillips said Burton's strong re- 
turn from multiple knee surger- 
ies helped motivate her after she 
too underwent a knee operation. 

“The reason why I’ve come 
back so strongly is because I’ve 
watched her play with all of 
her knee injuries,” Phillips said. 
“She's a stud.” 

“Watching people like Katie 
encourages you, senior forward 
Katie McCoy said. “She’s amaz- 
ing.” 

Although Burton has not suf- 
fered any major knee injuries re- 
cently, she said she has developed 
a hole in the back of her kneecap 
that requires regular treatment 
with cortisone shots, but it does 
not affect her ability to play. She 
also said while she does not worry 
about injuring herself constantly 
during games, she is mindful of 
her past injuries. 

“I get a little nervous about it 
because you never know what 
game is going to be your last,’ 
Burton said. 

She does not let any nervous- 
ness affect her game play. Burton 
said she still gives 110 percent 
on the field because of the pos- 
sibility that any game could po- 
tentially be the end of a soccer 
player's career. 

“You don't want to go out and 
feel like you didn't give it your 
best the last time you ever set 
foot on the field,’ Burton said. 


Her selfless abandon on the 
field does not go unnoticed by 
teammates such as McCoy, who 
said she “couldn't imagine not 
having her on the field.” 

“Just watching her play with 
all of her heart makes everyone 
follow her example and listen to 
everything she has to say on the 
field,” McCoy said. 

“When she's not on the field, 
there's a big difference,’ Phillips 
said. 

Dedini believes Burton is “very 
important” to the team’s success 
this year, and credits her as a big 
player in the Hornets’ ascension 
to conference title contenders. 

“She's been through it all and 
she’s ready to take that next step 
to the NCAA tournament,’ De- 
dini said. “She's one of the lead- 
ers that’s going to get us there.” 

Although you won't see Bur- 
tons name featured prominently 
in the box score, since defenders 
rarely score many goals, she said 
it doesn't bother her because “de- 
fense wins games.” 

“You can save a game in the 
back,” Burton said. 

The enforcement of the back- 
line is also something that Bur- 
ton takes enjoyment in. 

“It's fun to get into tackles,” 
Burton said. “I like it personally 
because you get to crack people 
sometimes.” 

Thats something opponents 
might find out firsthand if they 
try to mock that protective gear. 

“Other teams say stuff about 
the amount of armor that I have 
to wear, Burton said. “And I just 


say, try to get past me.”

Stadium in Ogden, Utah, and the Wildcats prevailed 26-14. 

The Hornets will have to pull out of their slump on the road, losing four 
straight dating back to last November when UC Davis won the Causeway 
Classic 30-16. The win last week at home is a sign of change; and things to 
come with Sac. State football. 

“When we come out onto the field, everyone is focused,’ said senior de- 
fensive lineman Blaine Jackson. “Last year some guys didn't want to put 
in the effort, but this year if someone is slacking off, we get on ‘em and let 
them know about it.’ 

The Hornets last week held Northern Arizona’ explosive offense to only 
187 total yards and nine first downs. At the same time Sac. State put up 38 
points and 422 yards of total offense. 

“We were able to bury them,” said Sperbeck. “Against Portland St. it was 
a learning experience, we werent able to finish the game. At that point in 
the season we didn’t know how to deliver that knockout punch- but as we 
learn that were going to be much more successful” 

It was a big day for two unsung players thus far this season. Freshman 
walk-on wide receiver Dylan Lane and running back Bryan Hilliard both 
scored their first touchdowns of their career. Lane scored on a 19-yard 
pass from Jason Smith and Hilliard had a nine yard run to give him 20 
carries for 100 yards on the day. 

“I was just caught up in the adrenaline” said Lane. “I didn’t even really 
have time to think about it, I just got back into the huddle.’ 

Lane also said it was his dream to play college football. He is happy to be 
playing and thankful that Sac. State has given him the opportunity. 

“Were going to play guys that work hard and are coachable,’ said Sper- 
beck. “We always tell the kids, “be coachable”. When practice really means 
something, anyone can step up and make a difference.’ 

In light of his great game against Northern Arizona, Cyrus Mulitalo was 
named Big Sky co-defensive player of the week. Mulitalo had a sack, a 
60-yard interception return for a touchdown, and nine tackles, three of 
which were solo. 

The Hornets must maintain that same momentum and fire from last

do a little something to help him out, it’s my way of 
fighting back.” 

Reynosa has a particular hatred toward cancer after 
it took the life of his father in May 2006, leaving an 
emotional scar he carries with him today. 

“Tt was the biggest event of my life. When my father 
was diagnosed with cancer, it destroyed me,” Reyno- 
sa said. “I never really knew what crying was until 
that period of my life.” 

While his philanthropy work is another activity on 
an already long list of things to do, it is not where the 
busy punk rocker’s schedule ends. In what seems to 
be life coming full circle, Reynosa has found his way 
back onto the Sac State airwaves. 

Every Wednesday night from 8 to 10 p.m., KSSU 
enters “The Blitzkrieg Zone.” The program allows 
him to play his favorite punk rock tunes, but more 
importantly, showcase some of the local talent send- 
ing in CDs. 

The show came about after a switch in policy a cou- 
ple years ago opened up the possibility for alumni to 
participate; an opportunity the Renaissance man is 
grateful for. 

“Its been a blast,’ Reynosa said. “The people here 
are so enthusiastic and they're so open to new ideas. 
It really has come a long way since KEDG” 

“The Blitzkrieg Zone” is believed to bring in the 
most listeners of any KSSU show, according to sta- 
tion manager and long-time Secretions fan Rob 
Young. The show’s popularity is due to its loyal fan 
base, Young said. 

“Danny is so well-prepared every night and his mu- 
sic collection is so deep,’ Young said.
